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To  the  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors 

of  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea. 

Mr*  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1942 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  County  Borough.  For 
the  third  year  the  Report  appears  in  modified  form  with  much  suppression 
of  figures.  In  this  connection  it  is  not  commonly  realised  how  much 
has  to  he  omitted  in  order  that  a little  may  be  withheld*  For  example, 
it  would  be  useless  to  vd-thhold  the  population  figures  if  one  were  to 
supply  the  birth  rate  and  the  number  of  births.  For  this  reason  numbers 
are  expressed  only  as  rates. 


The  health  of  the  community  during  the  year  has  remained  at  the 
remarkably  high  level  which  has  been  general  throughout  the  country.  This, 
however,  should  not  make  us  over-confident  or  indifferent,  for  while'  the 
yar  lasts,  so  must  increased  danger  of  epidemic  and  of  nutritional  disease 
remain. 


Probably  the  most  important  event  in  the  local  field  of  Public  Health 
during  the  year  was  the  opening  of  tho  Morris  ton  E.M.S.  Hospital,  This 
Hospital  built  for  the  primary  purpose  of  providing  for  the  treatment  of 
war  casualties  has  been  available  to  a limited  extent  for  the  treatment 
of  ordinary  civilian  accident  or  illness  and  has  already  contributed 
substantially  towards  supplying  Swansea’s  greatest  public  health  need  - 
general  hospital  beds.  Swansea’s  need  for  such  beds  in  the  past  has 
been  so  groat  and  the  resulting  evils  have  been  so  evident  as  to  suggest 
that  this  want,  existing  as  it  does  in  varying  degree  throughout  the 
country,  must  bo  at  the  base  of  that  dissatisfaction  with  existing  medical 
provision  which  is  so  strong  and  widespread  at  the  present  day.  Indeed 
one  migh-t  suggest  to  medical  reformers  that  the  simple  provision  of  an 
adequate  supply  of  hospital- beds  of  the  proper  quality  would  provide  all 
the  essentials  and  most  of  the  luxuries  of  that  medical  service  which  the 
nation  so  urgently  needs  and  so  ardently  desires.  If  this  one  essential 
provision  were  made  it  might  speedily  be  discovered  to  the  surprise  of 
many  that  the  existing  general  practitioner  service  was  more  adequate 
and  efficient  than  was  generally  supposed.  It  is  little  realised  by  the 
public  how  this  absence  of  hospital  beds  discourages  the  general 
practitioner  and  stultifies  and  belittles  his  work* 


It  will  be  observed  that  I said  an  adequate  supply  of  beds  of  the 
proper  quality.  Not  only  is  the  exiscing  supply  deficient  but  the  quality 
is  poor.  It  is  poor  in  many  respects,  but  let  it  suffice  here  to  mention 
two  - gross  overcrowding  and  poor  feeding.  Modern  knowledge  demands  more 
generous  bed  spacing  and  smaller  wards  to  avoid  serious  danger  to  health 
and  life.  In  the  past  beds  have  too  often  been  created  like  slums  by 
filling  intervening  spaces,  A slum  clearance  in  hospital  wards  is  overdue* 


Too  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  quality,  preparation  and  service  of 
hospital  meals  which  are  to  provide  for  the  patient  not  onty  the  energy 
necessary  for  life  but  the  very  substance  of  his  body*  Hospital  fare 
should  be  of  the  best,  the  cooking  should  be  of  the  highest  order  and  the 
meals  should  be  appetizingly  served#  A dietician  should  be  an  important 
member  of  the  staff*  The  time  is  past  when  a patient  should  be  expected 
to  depend  on  "the  contributions  of  relatives  or  friends  to  eke  out  his 
diet  or  when  any  person  with  sufficient  knowledge  to  manage  the  gadgets  of 
an  institution  kitchen  should  be  regarded  as/cook  good  enough  for  a 
hospital*  It  must  not  be  thought  that  the  present  Morriston  Hospital 
provides  the  high  quality  of  bed  required  for  a good  General  Hospital 
Service.  The  institution  is  a product  of  the  war  and  the  most  that  can 
be  said  is  that  with  some  achievement  it  holds  out  much  promise.  There  is 
still  overcrowding,  the  kitchens  are  inadequate,  the  service  difficulty  of 
meals  is  great,  there  is  no  laundry,  the  whole  structure  will  probably 
need  rebuilding  piecemeal.  Yet  imperfect  as  it  is  it  supplies  a great 
want  and  its  opening  is  a milestone  on  the  road  of  progress. 

The  year  also  saw  the  opening  as  an  evacuation  measure  of  the  new 
Maternity  Hospital  at  Stouthall,  Gower#  This  after  the  lapse  of  many 
years  enables  all  the  maternity  hospital  work  of  the  Health  Department  to 
be  brought  under  one  roof,  thus  merging  the  dual  establishments  which 
existed  since  the  opening  of  Kheanf a Hospital  and  which  latterly  overflowed 
to  fill  a third  hospital  - Fairwood#  The  distance  of  Stouthall  from 
Swansea  has  proved  less  distasteful  to  patients  than  might  have  been 
expected  and  demonstrates  that  modern  transport  renders  possible  the 
centralisation  of  hospitals  with  the  resulting  advantages  of  large 
institutions  and  that  it  will  never  again  be  Justifiable  to  place  a 
hospital  in  congested  or  unhygienic  surroundings.  To  deal  with  obstetrical 
emergencies  needing  treatment  in  their  own  homes  prior  to  and  preparatory 
for  transport,  a Flying  Squad  has  been  instituted  consisting  of  one  or 
more  doctors  with  one  or  more  midwives  according,  to  circumstances; 
together  with  equipment  in  a car  and,  where  necessary,  accompanied  by  an 
ambulance.  Plasma  and  blood  are  obtained  from  the  National  Blood 
Transfusion  Service. 

In  conclusion  I thsnk  the  Committee  and  the  Council  for  their 
consideration  and  help,  the  various  departments  of  the  Corporation  for 
their  co-operation  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
assistance  and  support  during  these  trying  and  exacting  times.

226  houses  belonging  to  the  Corporation  were  disinfested,  the  chief  pests 
being  the  bed  bug,  the  body  louse,  the  flea,  and  the  common  and  German 
cockroach. 

Overcrov.rding  removals  requiring  fumigation  totalled  50.  Several  van 
loads  of  blankets  and  palliases  were  disinfested  for  the  Public  Assistance 
Department  after  use  by  persons  displaced  temporarily  on  account  of  air  r">d 
Other  van  fumigations  for  articles  requiring  disinfestation  for  scabies  or 
lice  were  carried  out.

Patients  dealt  with  under  Order  are  accomodated  at  Llwyneryr 
Training  Home,  Swansea;  Hensol  Colony,  Glamorgan;  Drymma  Hall,  Glamorgan, 
Brentry,  Hortham,  and  Stoke  Park  Colonics,  near  Bristol;  Besford  Court 
Mental  Welfare  Hospital,  near  Worcester;  Whittington  Hall,  Dorbeyshire; 
and  Allerton  Priory,  Liverpoo.  Defectives  are  also  detained  under 
lunacy  Orders  at  Tawe  Lodge  Public  Assistance  Institution,  and  Cefn 
Coed  Mental  Hospital.  There  arc  also  seven  patients  from  Swansea  at 
Hampton  State  Institution.

The  staff  consists  of  Superintendent-Matron,  Assistant  Matron, 
Handicraft  Teacher,  Lady  Cook,  and  Handyman  Gardener.
